On 7 March 1952, four additional radar sets were installed at Nanyuan Airfield, 
Peiping, by Soviet technicians attached to the Chinese Communist 70 Arsenal. 
These sets arrived in Peiping from Manchuria on 3 March, 


2. In mid-March air defenses at Hsuchou (117-16, 34-18) consisted of anti-aircraft 
25X11 and machine gun positions east and north of the railroad station and on all 
; hilltops. There were 28 anti-aircraft guns on Chiuli Mountain alone. On & 
March live shells were used in anti-aircraft practice, There were munition 
dumps in all the large buildings outside of the south gate. Approximately 70 
eaves had been dug in Chivuli Mountain for gasoline storage. 


3. In mid-March there were approximately 40 Soviet advisers at Hsuchou Air Defense 
Headquarters in a mansion opposite the park outside of the south gate. 
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
